Missouri was the third state in 
the union to secure the passage of 
an embalming law, and, according 
to the views of the members of this 
association, it is the best law of the 
three, applying to all undertakers 
in the state, whereas the laws in the 
other two states apply to only such 
towns as rank with our third-class 
cities and larger. 
A t the meeting of the National
